Rocquc's followers singing the "Mar- 
seillaise" in the Trocardcro section 
Friday but were dispersed by police. 


The guardsmen, brought to Paris to 


rcjnforcc police during the parliament- 
ary debate on devaluation, were ord- 
ered into active duty after de la 
Rocque defied the government of So- 
cialist Premier Leon Blum to break 
up his Social party. In a letter to 
Blum, de la Rocque wrote: 


"We fear to see the enemies of the 


people whom events in Spain make 
still more bloodlhursty unleash a civil 
war in France." 


Calling Communists "Moscow Fas- 


cists," de la Rocque, in the name of 
hi.s party, demanded that the govern- 
ment take proper measure to prevent 
"all attempts" at an uprising.

the present fiscal year. The money 
will be available until next June 30. 
It is expected that a similar allotment 
will be made available annually for 
several years. 


The Washington announcement said 


there arc 248,000 farms in Arkansas 
without electric service. The federal 
rural electrification law authorizes the 
REA to make loans for construction of 
co-operative rural electrification lines 
at three per cent interest, the loans to 
be repaid over a period of 20 years. 


R. E. Ritchie, vice president of the 


Arkansas Power & Light Co. and gen- 
eral manager of the properties in Lit- 
tle Rock, said that H. C. Couch, pres- 
ident of the company, conferred with 
Mr. Cookc in Washington recently re- 
garding rimil electrification in Arkan- 
sas and had indicated that his com- 
pany would co-operate in any way 
possible to help develop such a pro- 
gram.

Chinese Angered 


by Murder Trial 


Conviction of Jap Slayers 


Precipitate Crisis in 


Shanghai 


SHANGHAI, China.— UP) — Protests 


of crowds of Chinese, incensed over 
the death sentence meted out to two 
of their fellow-countrymen for the 
slaying of a Japcnese naval officer, 
increased 
Sino-Japanese friction to 


critical proportions Friday. 


Through the narrow passageways of 


Gongkew, Shanghai's "Little Tokio," 
where Japanese marines have enforced 
martial law since before the trial be- 
ban, crowds of Chinese and Japanese 
jostled each other. Authorities feared 
a new flare-up of racial animosity. 


Hundreds of alarmed Chinese were 


leaving the densely-populated Chapel 
district. 


At Pciping, the Japanese anny was 


reported to have started large scale 
maneuvers throughout the Tientsin- 
Peiping area, extending from the sea 
westward to the Kinhan railroad. Chi- 
nese throughout the huge area were 
apprehensive because similar maneu- 
vers preceded the Japanese seizure of 
Manchuria in 1931. 


Maj. lakao Imai, assistant military 


attache at Peiping was quoted as say- 
ing that the Japanese army is pre- 
paring to deal with "any incident in 
North China" resulting from the fear- 
ed breakdown of Sino-Japuncsc nego- 
tiations in Nanking.

Skill Needed in Removing Foreign Substances 


From the Eye

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been removed, the eye may be washed 
with a saturated solution of boric acid. 
This is made by adding a flat tea- 
spoonful of boric acid to a glassful of 
lukewarm water. The mixture is stir- 
reel until the boric acid is dissolved. 


No one should attempt to remove a 


foreign body from the surface of the 
eyeball unless he has had special train- 
ing. Until an expert is able to see the 
eye, it is safer merely to place a small 
pad of wet gauze over it and to re- 
frain from moving the eye until com- 
petent attention can be had. 


A specialist will anesthetize the eye- 


ball so that the patient will not suffer 
pain. He will then examine the eye 
carefully with a magnifying glass and 
other instruments, and will hare avail- 
dble instruments' necessary for dis- 
lodging, the particle. 
. Other' conditions affecting the eye 
will be discussed later in this series in 
articles concerned particularly with 
the eye. 


In the matter of first aid, the only 


other conditions affecting the' eyelids 
and demanding' attention are wounds, 
burns, an<i insect bite's. Insect bites 
on the eyelids cause a great deal of 
swelling.

A Book a Day 


By Bruco Catton 


Adamic Book Lauds Nobility of Man. 


Louis Adamic is a remarkable writ- 


er. He can write a novel which, from 
a technical standpoint, would shame a 
member of the sub-freshman class in 
English composition—but which, in 
spite of everything, managers to be 
worth a dozen of its slick, competent- 
ly-constructed contemporaries. 


So it is with his newest hook, "Cradle 


of Life" (Harpers: $2.50). It is poorly 
constructed, rambling, occasionally al- 
most incoherent. But it has the breath 
of life in it, somehow. Mr. Adamis 
has something to say; in his own way— 
which, all in all, isn's such a bad way 
—he knows how to say it. 


"Cradle of Life" has 'to do with the 


illegitimate son of a pre-war crown 
prince of Austria-Hungary. Unwant- 
ed, this child is farmed out to an 
abysmally poor and ignorant peasant 
family. Growing up with them, he 
reaches his 'teens and is suddenly lift- 
ed into affluence by a titled protector, 
who provides him with a vast estate, a 
castle, a bank account, and an honor- 
ed place in society. 


In Mr. Aclamic's handling of this 


plot there is a good deal of clumsiness. 
There area few snatches of very bad 
writing. The end, which finds the 
hero working out a hazy philanthropic 
peasant-improvement scheme right on 
the eve of the World war, is a bit in- 
decisive. 


But—what of it? Much of the book 


is pure poetry. In it there is a deep 
arid moving awareness of the infinite 
nobility of which the human soul is 
capable, and a burning indignation at 
the imperfections in society which 
stifle that nobility and prevent its de- 
velopment. Mr. Adamic sees all of 
man's myriad shortcomings, under- 
stands them—and goes on to affirm 
that man is, nevertheless, only a little 
lower than the angels. 


"Cradle of Life" is very much worth

My personal opinion is that there'll 


be the grandest free-for-all scramble 
for the No. 1 position in the 1936 
Western Conference race that we have 
had in some time. It's going to be a 
year when we'll have a lot of for- 
^midable dark horses to contend .with. 
> Let's take Minnesota as a starter. We 
tost seven; of our regulars from the 
1935 squa'd.' That's quite a dent in any 
championship aggregation. 
In that 


connection, keep in mind that we had 
so much competition last year that one 
more touchdown scored against us 
could easily have dropped the Gophers 
from first to fourth. That's what may 
happen this season. 


Gophers Slow to Start 


Minnesota has another strenuous 


schedule, starting with Washington at 
Seattle. Our teams during the last 
three years always have been slow 
starters. In Washington, we art- meet- 
ing the club that is one of the powers 
of the Pacific coast tliis year. 


We must use some sophomores in 


our starting lineup, and depend on 
first-year men, to,, for reserves. In 
football, they say your team isn't any 
stronger than your reserves.

Under such conditions, promising new 
men will not have the opportunity to 
show at their best at such an early date 
because we must select our best men 
on what they showed last spring.

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He Claims Throne 


of Great Britain 


"King A n t h o n y " Says 
King Edward's Title Be- 


longs to Himself

LONDON—(IP)—A more or less royal 


proclamation, signed 
by 
Britain's 


throneless "King Anthony the First," 
has restored the long-lost American 
"colonies" to English sovereignty. 


"It was all a mistake about George 


the Third," explained King Anthony, 
otherwise Anthony Hall, a former po- 
lice inspector in the Shropshire'c6n- 
stabulary, in a recent interview here. 


"He had no right to the throne. His 


name was just plain George Guelph, 
Therefore, 
I, 
Anthony, legitimate 


successor to the crown won by my 
ancestor, Henry VIII, at the battle of 
Bosworth, 
hereby 
nullify 
Cfcdfge 


Guelph's actions in losing the Anipri- 
can colonies. 


"If my ancestors had been on the 


throne at the time of the American 
revolution, there would never have 
been any trouble. The colonies would 
stUl be living happily under the flag 
of the Mother Country." 


Says Sovereignty Hoax. 


The 38-year-old King Anthony, who 


lived for several years in San Fran- 
cisco, Calif., claims that the whole 
system of English sovereignty has 
been based on a hoax ever since the 
death of Queen Elizabeth in 1603. 


"The real King James VI of Scot- 


land, son of Mary Stuart, Queen" of 
Scots, died in infancy," says Anthony, 
"and a changeling, James Erskine, was 
placed in the dead king's cradle and 
brought up and foisted on the British 
people as James VI of Scotland and 
James I of England. 


"In 1830,' a coffin containing the 


bones of the real King James was dis- 
covered in the walls of Edinburg 
castle, but the bankers hushed the 
matter up. 


"In view of this fact, it is quite 


clear that the Wettins, or Windsors 
as they began to call themselves dur- 
ing the World war, are not of ^hc 
royal blood of England. Consequently, 
the throne should go back to the Tudor 
line, of which I am the ninth in the di- 
rect male line of descent." 


Seeks Early 'Restoration'

and a cultivated accent, Anthony was 
the youngest police inspector in Eng- 
land before he took up his restoration 
campaign. He surprised his joni.jr of- 
ficers by 
writing books on police 


methods ,and fingerpi intr, and W. J. 
MMcin, English csajyis1.. has called 
him "a man of undoubted charm." 


He takes his claims in all serious- 


ness, but ho realizes some people think 
he is slightly "balmy," as he put it, 
and with high good humor lie i'C- 
cepts the laughter of the crowds. 


"It doesn't make any difference if 


they laugh at me," he said, with 
cheery philosophy. "I'm 
the king. 


Some day I'll live in Windsor castle."

implements for tilling. Women have 
made clothes and bedding.
